When Tennyson looked into the future 
over a century ago, he saw "the heavens 
fill with commerce, argosies of magic sails, 
pilots of the purple twilight, dropping down 
with costly bales."' 

Or, more prosaically, 6 p.m. of a Septem- 
ber twilight over Kennedy, La Guardia and 
Newark Airports, when 95 planes are land- 
ing or about to land, and another 250 pri- 
vate planes are taking off or landing at 
smaller fields in the New. York area. 

All told, 110 million pa.<i,sengers wore 
transported by "inagic sails" last year In 
2,300 commercial liners and 100,000 general 
— auiation (private) planes. By _ 197-J these

Just H years ago it is unlikely 
any president would have dareJ 
to name a Negro to the court 
which then still clung to its 1896 
ruling that segregation, making 
Negroes second-class citizens, 
was constitutional. 

But 13 years ago there would 
have been no reason for a presi- 
dent to hesitate. It was on May 
J7. 1954, that the court aban- 
doned its old opinion and de- 
clared that segregation is by its 
very nature unconstitutional. 

It was Marshall, more than 
any single man In America, who 
made possible this victory, 
which threw open the gates of 
the nation for the Negroes, al- 
though the gates arc still far 
from wide open. 

If at that time Marshall had 
been appointed to the court no 
doubt l4egrocs all over America 
would have looked upon him as 
a saint, the hero of their race. 
But tli u se 13 ycttfa have been a 
long time in Negro America. 

Marshall*^ is a man -dedicated 
to reason .and justice under law 
which Is no longer enough for 
the Negro extremists who have 
sprung up since 1954, screaming 
violence and preaching "Black 
Power" without ever saying 
what they nave in mind.

Thanks to the victory Mar- 
shall won they were now free to 
agitate peacefully and demon- 
strate in front of the very police 
officers who, before 19S4, would 
have shut them up fast, jailed 
them, and no doubt wrecked 
their spirit. . 

A.S white America yielded 
slowly, or refused to listen, the 
Negro extremists moved in, ap- 
pealing not to Negroes' minds 
but to their emotions, whipping 
many into a mood of desperu. 
tion, irre.sponsibility, and riots. 

Marshall, who looks to a fu- 
ture orderly America, said 
when sworn In as a justice: "I 
am -greatly .honored. Let mo 



fake this opportunity to affirm 
my deep faith in this nation and 
its people and to pledge that I 
shall be ever mindful of my o^- 
llgatlon to the Constitution and 
to the goal of equal justice un- 
der law."

Burning Law

At the same time the court 
will decide if a draft card burn- 
er can be sent to prison for not 
possessing his card. 

The Justice Department had 
asked the court to hear the case 
after the U.S. Circuit Court in 
Boston ruled unanimously that 
the- 1965 law abridges free 
speecli and is therefore uncon- 
stitutional. 

Two U.S. circuit Courts — in 
Hew York City and St. lx)uis— 
have upheld the ban on draft 
card mutiliation, which Con- 
gress added to the Selective 
Service -lavi In 1965. And last 
February the Supreme Court 
refused to review the ruling by 
the federal court hi New York. 

However, 4ho decision by the 
U.S. Circuit Court In' Boston In 
April put the federal appeals 
courts in direct conflict. 

The current case centeflrs on 
David P, O'Brien, 20, of Fram- 
Ingham, Mass., who burned his 
draft card on the steps of the 
South Boston courthouse In 
March 1966 to protest against 
the draft. He was sentenced to 
six years in federal youth cor- 
rectional institutions. 

Chief Judge Bailey Aldrich of 
the Boston federal appeals court 
said O'Brien could stand con- 
victed for not possessing his 
draft card — but could not be 
convicted for burning It.
